ADDY had told the children some strange stories, but when he asked 
Jack aud Evelyn what they thought of a bird tha? had a garden they 
opened their eyes. 
“I thought you would be surprised,” daddy said. 
“Birds take a 
great interest Id our gardens, but I do not know of any in this country that 
have gardens of their own. 


T o get acquainted with the birds of this family you would have to- go to 
faroff Australia or New Guinea. 
The gardening birds are known as bower birds because of the curious 
summer houses that they build for themselves and mutes. 
These bousea, or runs, as they might better be called, are formed of twigs 
and grasses so arranged that they form a sort of gallery or tunnel. 
“The birds build these odd houses near the plants on which they feed 
When the house is done they strew the ground about it with bright and attrac­ 
tive things like bunches of berries, sprays of flowers or shells. 
M hen the house is just as nice as Mr. Bird knows how to make it he gives 
a dance, to whit h he int ites the lady bird whom he wishes to make his wife. 
VV hen she comes he shows her all the beauty of the house aud garden, and 
then he dances u stately dance with a make believe partner, while she stands 
shyly back and looks on.
